The  first  is  an  annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  the  16th  of  March,  in  the  forenoon 
and  afternoon,  visible  in  Oregon,  Washington  Territory  and  Hudson  Bay;  and 
as  a  partial  eclipse  visible  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  beginning  at  12  o’clock  20  min¬ 
utes  in  the  afternoon,  middle  at  1  42  and  ending  at  2  55. 

The  second  is  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  the  30th  of  March,  at  11 
o’clock  34  minutes  in  the  forenoon,  invisible  here. 

The  third  is  a  total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  the  8th  of  September,  at  4  o’clock 
19  minutes  in  the  afternoon;  invisible  here;  visible  in  Australia,  south  Pacific

In  the  State  New  Year’s  Day  begins 
the  civil  year.  In  the  Church  it  is  the 
holy-day  on  which  is  celebrated  the  cir¬ 
cumcision  of  Christ,  wherein,  by  active 
obedience,  ‘‘He  put  honor  on  the  law 
which  he  came  to  fulfill,”  and  thus  ful¬ 
filled  all  righteousness  for  us.

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January,  so  called  by  the  Romans 
from  J anus,  one  of  their  deities,  to  whom 
the  first  day  of  the  year  was  sacred. 
It  corresponds  to  See  at,  (Zech.  i,  7,)  the 
first  civil,  and  the  eleventh  sacred  month 
of  the  Jews. 

February  received  its  name  from  Feh- 
rualia^  a  feast  of  purification  held  by 
the  Romans  in  this  month,  by  which  the 
people  were  supposed  to  be  cleansed 
from  the  sins  of  the  whole  year.  It  cor¬ 
responds  to  Adar,  (Ezra  vi,  15,)  the 
sixth  civil  and  the  twelfth  sacred  month 
of  the  Jews. 

March  was  so  named  by  the  Romans 
in  honor  of  Mars^  their  god  of  war.  It 
corresponds  to  the  Jewish  Nisan  or  Asia, 
(Neh.  ii.  1,)  the  seventh  of  their  civil 
and  the  first  of  their  sacred  year. 

April  is  so  called  from  aperio^  ‘‘to 
open,”  in  allusion  to  the  opening  of  the 
young  buds  of  trees  and  flowers  and  the 
development  of  vegetation.  It  an¬ 
swers  to  the  Jewish  Zif  or  Zin,  (1  Kings 
vi.  1,)  the  eighth  of  their  civil  and  sec¬ 
ond  of  their  sacred  year. 

May  is  so  named  from  Maia^  the  most 
beautiful  of  the  Pleiades,  and  the  fabled 
Mother  of  Mercury.  The  corresponding 
Jewish  month  was  Sivan,  (Esther  viii. 
9,)  the  ninth  of  their  civil  and  third  of 
their  sacred  year. 


June  was  so  called  from  Juno^  .one 
of  the  fabled  goddesses  of  the  Ro¬ 
mans.  It  corresponds  to  the  Jewish 
Tammuz,  the  tenth  of  their  civil  and 
fourth  of  their  sacred  year. 

J ULY,  so  named  in  honor  of  J ulius 
Caesar,  who  was  born  in  this  month. 
It  corresponds  to  Ab,  the  eleventh 
month  of  the  Jewish  civil  year  and 
the  fifth  of  their  sacred  year. 

August,  so  called  by  the  Romans 
in  honor  of  the  Emperor  Augustus. 
It  answers  to  the  Jewish  Elul,  (Neh.  vi. 
15,)  their  twelfth  civil  and  sixth  sacred 
month. 

September,  now  the  ninth,  was  an¬ 
ciently  the  seventh  month,  as  is  indicat¬ 
ed  by  its  name,  which  is  derived  from 
septem^  signifying  seven.  It  corresponds 
to  Tisri  or  Ethanim,  (1  Kings  viii.  2,) 
the  first  month  of  the  civil  and  the  sev¬ 
enth  of  the  sacred  year  of  the  Jews. 

October  is  derived  from  the  Latin 
word  octo^  eighty  indicating  the  position 
it  held  in  the  Roman  calendar.  To  the 
Jews  it  was  known  as  Bul,  signifying 
decay,  as  in  the  fall  of  the  leaf,  (1 
Kings  vi.  38,)  or  Marches  van,  as  it  was 
designated  after  the  captivity. 

November  is  from  the  Latin  Novem^ 
nine,  it  being  the  ninth  month  of  the 
Roman  calendar.  It  answers  to  the 
Jewis\j  Chisleu,  (Neh.  i.  1,)  signifying 
chilled,  the  third  month  of  their  civil 
and  ninth  of  their  sacred  year. 

December,  from  the  Latin  decern^  ten^ 
as  it  was  the  tenth  month,  according  to 
the  Roman  reckoning.  It  corresponds 
to  the  Jewish  Tebeth,  (Esther  ii.  16,) 
signifying  miry^  and  is  the  fourth  of 
their  civil  and  tenth  of  their  sacred 
year.

In  towns  this  service  can  be  held  in 
the  evening.  How  edifying  to 
Christians  is  this  fellowship  with 
our  Savior’s  sufferings!  Many  of 
our  churches  observe  it.  Where  it  has 
once  been  held,  the  people  always  desire 
it  again. 

Good  Friday  comes  in  Holy  week.  On 
this  day  our  Savior  died.  It  has  always 
been  regarded  as  the  most  solemn  of 
holy-days.  Let  all  work  be  laid  aside. 
Let  all  the  churches  be  open.  Let  all 
Christians  gather  in  humble  love  around 
the  cross. 

Easter  Eve.— The  evening  before  Eas¬ 
ter,  when  the  church  commemorates  our 
Savior’s  repose  in  the  grave.  He  sleeps 
unto  a  glorious  waking!  On  this  even¬ 
ing  we  think  also  of  all  our  beloved 
dead  who  rest  in  him. 

Easter  Suisday. — On  this  day  Chris¬ 
tians  celebrate  with  holy  joy  the  Resur¬ 
rection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead. 
The  Holy  Communion  is  always  cele¬ 
brated  on  this  day.  Easter  furnishes  us 
a  pledge  of  our  own  blessed  resurrection. 
“■Thy  resurrection,  0  Christ,  our  Savior, 
is  celebrated  by  the  angels  in  heaven.”

Religion  at  Home. — ‘‘Let 
them  learn  first,”  says  Paul^ 
“to  show  piety  at  home.” 
Religion  begins  in  the  fam¬ 
ily.  One  of  the  holiest 
sanctuaries  on  earth  is 
home.  The  family  altar  i& 
more  venerable  than  any 
altar  in  the  cathedral.  The 
education  of  the  soul  for 
eternity  begins  by  the  fire- 
4 side.  The  principle  of  love, 
which  is  to  be  carried 
through  the  universe, is  first 
unfolded  in  the  family. 


Not  Old  Enough. 

Away  with  the  idea  which 
some  parents  hold,  that 
their  children  are  not  old 
enough  to  become  cate¬ 
chumens  when  they  are 
twelve  or  even  fifteen  years 
of  age!  This  is  a  great  mis¬ 
take.  Among  the  Jews  their 
children  became  what  they 
called  “Sons  of  the  Law”  at 
the  close  of  their  twelfth 
year.  At  that  time  their  instruction  by 
the  teachers  of  the  synagogue  commenc¬ 
ed.  Hence  our  Savior  was  found  among 
the  doctors  in  the  temple  at  the  age  of 
twelve.  That  was  regarded  as  the  period 
of  life  when  their  personal  responsibili¬ 
ty  was  supposed  to  be  such  as  to  fit  them 
to  pass  from  the  family  fully  into  the 
church.  On  this  precedent  the  Christian 
church  based  its  practice  of  an  early  cat- 
echumenate.  Hence  it  has  been  the 
earlier  practice  of  the  Reformed  church 
to  confirm  its  children  in  the  thirteenth 
or  fourteenth,  and  even  in  the  twelfth,, 
year  of  their  age.  There  are  many  rea¬ 
sons  in  favor  of  the  early  catechization 
and  confirmation  of  baptized  children.

Our  fathers  called  graveyards  Gottes- 
acker^ — God’s  acre, — because  in  them 
we  lay  the  bodies  of  our  beloved  dead 
as  seeds,  which  we  believe  will  spring 
forth  into  life.  The  ancient  Christians 
called  them  cemeteries^ — sleeping-places; 
because  they  believed  that  the  saints 
laid  there  were  not  dead,  but  only  sleep¬ 
ing,  to  be  waked  in  the  morning  of  the 
resurrection.  Graveyards  ought  to  be 
beautiful  places.  When  Abraham 
bought  a  field  for  a  burial  place  for  his 
beloved  wife  Sarah,  ‘‘all  the  trees  that 
were  in  the  field,  and  that  were  in  all 
the  borders  round  about,  were  made  sure 
unto  Abraham  for  a  possession.”  (Gen. 

Our  Savior  was  buried  in  a 
garden, — where  there  were  trees  and 
fiowers,  not  on  a  bare  common,  or  spot 
destitute  of  rural  beauty.

Life  does  not  consist  merely  in  the 
abundance  of  riches,  nor  in  an  over¬ 
anxiety  for  them,  nor  in  regarding  them 
as  the  highest  good;  for  riches  in  them¬ 
selves  cannot  guarantee  prosperity  (Jas. 
1:  11),  nor  redeem  the  soul  (Ps.  49:  6-9) 
nor  deliver  any  one  in  the  day  of  God’s 
wrath  (Zeph.  1:  18;  Rev.  6:  15-17).  Yet 
rich  men,  possessed  of  a  covetous  spirit, 
are  too  apt  to  set  their  hearts  upon  their 
riches  and  rely  upon  them  as  being  all 
that  they  require  or  need.  Riches,  how¬ 
ever,  cannot  supply  their  real  wants,  nor 
defend  them  in  the  hour  of  peril,  nor 
secure  their  salvation.  They  need, 
above  all  wealth  and  power,  the  gracious 
favor  of  the  Lord  God  and  Savior;  for  it 
is  such  a  God  and  Savior  only  that  can 
meet  the  real  wants  of  their  nature  and 
bring  them  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
blessed  life.  Hence  the  solemn  admon¬ 
ition  of  Paul  to  Timothy: 


‘‘Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this 
world,  that  they  be  not  high  minded, 
nor  trust  in  uncertain  riches,  but  in  the 
living  God,  who  giveth  us  all  things 
richly  to  enjoy;  that  they  do  good,  that 
they  be  rich  in  good  works,  ready  to  dis¬ 
tribute,  willing  to  communicate;  laying 
up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good  foun¬ 
dation  against  the  time  to  come,  that 
they  may  lay  hold  on  eternal  life.”  (1 
Tim.  6:  17-19.) 


My  Mother’s  Example.— “I  recollect 
a  young  gentleman,”  says  Dr.  Alexan¬ 
der,  “who,  although  he  had  an  uncom¬ 
monly  pious  mother,  broke  over  all  the 
restraints  of  his  education  and  became 
a  professed  infidel,  and  the  advocate  of 
licentiousness  in  its  vilest  forms;  but  a 
gracious  God  heard  the  unceasing  pray¬ 
ers  of  his  mother,  and  by  means  some¬ 
what  unusual  he  was  converted  from  the 
error  of  his  ways.  In  speaking  of  his 
former  career,  which  he  evidently  did 
with  shame  and  humility,  he  said,  ‘I 
could  get  over  all  arguments  in  defence 
of  religion  but  one,  and  that  I  could 
never  obviate,  which  was  the  pious  ex¬ 
ample  and  conversation  of  my  mother. 
When  I  fortified  myself  against  the 
truth  by  the  aid  of  Bolingbroke,  Hume 
and  Voltaire,  yet  whenever  I  thought  of 
my  mother,  I  had  the  secret  conviction, 
which  nothing  could  remove,  that  there 
was  a  reality  in  religion.’  ” 

What  Might  be  Done. — If  every  con¬ 
firmed  member  of  the  church  would 
give  only  fifty  cents  a  year  to  benevo¬ 
lent  purposes,  our  boards  would  have 
over  $50,000  annually  to  distribute! 
Every  congregation,  however  poor, 
ought  to  contribute  something  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  general  benevolence.

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Advice  in  the  Government  of 
Children. 

1.  From  your  children’s  earliest  in¬ 
fancy  you  must  inculcate  the  necessity 
of  prompt  and  constant  obedience. 

2.  Unite  firmness  with  gentleness. 
Let  your  children  always  understand 
that  you  mean  exactly  what  you  say. 

3.  Never  promise  them  anything  un¬ 
less  you  believe  that  you  can  give  them 
what  you  promise. 

4.  If  you  tell  your  child  to  do  some¬ 
thing,  show  him  how  to  do  it,  and  see 
that  it  is  done. 

5.  Always  punish  your  children  for 
wilfully  disobeying  you,  but  never  pun¬ 
ish  them  in  anger. 

6.  Never  let  them  see  that  they  can 
vex  you  or  make  you  lose  your  temper. 

7.  If  they  give  way  to  petulance  and 
temper,  wait  till  they  are  calm,  and  then 
gently  reason  with  them  on  the  impro¬ 
priety  of  their  conduct. 

8.  Remember  that  a  little  present 
punishment,  when  the  occasion  arises, 
is  much  more  effectual  than  the  threat¬ 


ening  of  a  great  one,  should  the 
fault  be  renewed. 

9.  Never  give  your  children 
any  thing  because  they  cry  for 
it. 

10.  On  no  account  allow  them 
to  do  at  one  time  what  you  have 
forbidden,  under  the  like  cir¬ 
cumstances,  at  another. 

11.  Teach  them  that  the  only 
sure  and  easy  way  to  appear 
good,  is  to  be  good. 

12.  Accustom  them  to  make 
their  little  recitals  with  perfect 
truth. 

13.  Never  allow  of  tale-bear¬ 
ing. 


Visits  of  the  Pastor. 

Much  stress  is  laid,  by  some 
persons,  on  the  pastor’s  visits,  but 
often,  if  made,  not  with  the  best 
results.  The  fact  is,  if  these  visits 
are  not  made  profitable,  the  blame  rests 
as  often  on  the  people  as  on  the  pastor. 
Too  often  vain,  worldly,  useless  conver¬ 
sation  is  indulged  in,  which  tends  neith¬ 
er  to  instruction  nor  edification.  Mere 
social  visits  are  not  pastoral  visits, 
which  should  combine  the  elements  of 
religious  instruction  and  spiritual  im¬ 
provement.  There  are  members  of  the 
church  who  feel  the  want  of  information 
on  doctrinal  subjects,  or  on  points 
arising  in  their  reading  of  the  •Bible,  or 
in  other  ways.  Let  these  be  kept  in 
mind,  and  when  the  pastor  calls  let 
them  ask  his  explanations  thereof.  This, 
seasoned  with  something  of  a  devotional 
character,  will  help  to  make  the  pastor’s 
visits  both  interesting  and  profitable.

Far  and  near,  over  hill  and  dale,  the 
Christmas  bells  are  chiming  to-day. 
They  ring  from  little  village  steeples 
and  from  lofty  cathedral  towers,  and 
wherever  their  silvery  voices  sound, 
they  echo  the  Angel’s  Anthem,  “Glory 
to  God  in  the  highest;  on  earth  peace, 
good  will  to  men.”  Everybody  through¬ 
out  the  Christian  world  is  becoming 
touched  with  the  sweet  tenderness  of 
the  Christmas  spirit.  It  runs  into  the 
dear  child-hearts  and  brightens  the 
sweet  child-faces,  and  even  the  old  and 
unhopeful  and  disappointed  learn  for  a 
season  to  cast  care  aside  and  be  glad 
with  the  gay. 

Wherever  to-day  the  world  is  better, 
more  pitiful,  kinder,  and  truer  than  it 
was  of  old,  it  is  because  of  the  coming 
to  earth  of  the  little  Christ-child.  Wher¬ 
ever  hearts  are  knit  in  sweet  fraternal 
fellowship,  and  hands  are  extended  in 


cordial  grasp  to  help  the 
weak  or  the  fallen,  it  is  be¬ 
cause  Christ  inaugurated  a 
new  era  and  made  a  new 
state  of  things  possible. 
Selfishness,  cruelty,  malice, 
pride,  unholy  ambition,  re¬ 
cede  in  the  soft  shining  of 
the  Bethlehem  Star.  Di- 
vinest  pity,  gentleness,, 
temperance,  charity,  faith, 
and  long-suffering  come  to 
the  front. 

We  can  wish  for  our 
friends  nothing  better  than 
that  the  good  will  and 
mutual  kindness  of  tha 
time  may  enfold  them  all 
in  its  golden  atmosphere. 
If  you  have  no  one  at. 
home  whose  life  you  can 
brighten,  no  little  children 
whom  you  can  delight,  and  no  friend  tO' 
whom  you  can  send  cheer  and  comfort, 
seek  the  poor  and  the  desolate,  and  con- 
fer  a  favor  on  them.  The  widow’s, 
wood-pile  is  low  and  she  buys  her  coal 
by  the  pailful.  Send  her  fuel,  anony¬ 
mously  if  you  like;  for  in  such  deeds 
the  right  hand  need  know  nothing  of 
the  left.  Send  garments  to  the  orphan, 
like  Dorcas;  or,  like  Rhoda,  say  a  word 
of  sunny,  sympathetic  kindness  to 
somebody  who  is  sad.  Give  to  your 
brother  a  Merry  Christmas  in  somo 
practical  way,  and  you  will  find  that 
the  overflow  of  the  mirth  and  joy  has^ 
taken  you  in  too. 


Let  me  give  you  the  history  of  pride- 
in  three  small  chapters.  I.  The  begin¬ 
ning  of  pride  was  in  heaven.  II.  The 
continuance  of  pride  is  on  earth.  III. 
The  end  of  pride  is  in  hell.  This  history- 
shows  how  unprofitable  it  is. 
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Heidelberg  College. 

Heidelberg  College  has  a  history  of 
more  than  thirty  years,  having  been 
founded  in  the  fall  of  1850,  and  is  most 
intimately  connected  with  the  growth  of 
the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  West. 
Three-fourths  of  the  ministers  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  have  probably  been  educat¬ 
ed  here  for  the  positions  they  occupy. 

The  Eeformed  Church  in  the  West 
Laving  been  weak  when  the  college  was 
established,  it  has  had  many  financial 
difliculties  to  contend  against.  These 
have,  however,  by  patient  and  perse¬ 
vering  efforts  been  largely  overcome  so 
that  the  future  outlook  is  hopeful  and 
encouraging. 

The  college  has  a  campus  of  nearly 
nine  acres  of  ground  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  city,  on  which  may  be 
:seen  the  building  erected  about  thirty 
years  ago,  the  large  and  commodious 
hall  built  for  the  accommodations  of  the 
ladies  and  the  president’s  house. 

A  new  building  is  now  in  course  of 
^erection  for  the  use  of  the  college,  at  a 
cost  of  about  $50,000,  which,  when  fin¬ 
ished,  will  add  greatly  to  its  efficiency  as 
well  as  to  to  the  general  appearance  of 


things.  Its  dimentions  are  139  feet 
from  the  front  to  the  rear,  and  104 
feet  from  side  to  side,  which,  when 
finished,  will  make  a  large  and  com¬ 
manding  structure,  built  in  the  latest 
and  best  style  of  architecture.  The 
work  is  progressing  rapidly,  and  must 
be  completed,  according  to  the  con¬ 
tract,  by  the  commencement  of  1886, 
when  it  will  be  occupied  and  dedicat¬ 
ed  to  the  purpose  for  which  is  is  in¬ 
tended. 

There  are  three  courses  of  instruct¬ 
ion,  the  classical,  the  scientific  and 
ladies’  course,  which  are  as  full  and 
complete  as  in  our  older  and  larger  es¬ 
tablished  institutions,  so  that  there  is 
no  need  for  the  children  of  the  Eeform¬ 
ed  Church  to  go  away  from  their  own 
college  to  obtain  a  liberal  education. 

The  college  has  enjoyed  a  liberal  pat¬ 
ronage.  There  were  sixty  new  students 
enrolled  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term, 
September,  1884.  Its  Alumni  number 
265,  many  of  whom  are  occupying  high 
and  responsible  positions  in  life,  and 
may  be  referred  to  as  proof  of  the  thor¬ 
oughness  of  its  instruction,  while  many 
others,  whose  means  did  not  allow  them 
to  take  a  full  course,  have  been  greatly 
helped  in  their  life’s  work. 

The  expenses  are  quite  moderate  as 
compared  with  some  other  colleges. 
Students  who  practice  strict  economy 
can  get  along  with  about  $175  a  year. 
The  college  has  a  fine  library  to  which 
the  students  have  access,  a  well-selected 
cabinet,  a  telescope  of  large  magnifying 
power,  and  such  other  apparatus  as  is 
necessary  to  add  interest  to  the  in¬ 
struction.

D.,  Professor 
of  Greek  and  German;  and  C.  M.  Lowe, 
A.  M.,  Professor  of  Latiii  and  Principal 
of  Academy.

COOKERY  NOTES. 

Drop  Cakes. — Four  eggs,  one  pint  of 
milk,  a  little  salt,  and  flour  enough  for  a 
batter;  bake  in  cups. 

French  Pie  Crust. — One  pound  of 
flour,  one-fourth  pound  of  butter,  one- 
fourth  pound  of  lard,  three-fourths  pint 
of  cold  water;  stir  with  a  knife. 

Raisin  Cookies. — Two  eggs,  one  cup¬ 
ful  of  sugar,  one-half  cupful  of  butter, 
one  cupful  chopped  raisins,  one  half 
cupful  of  milk,  one  teaspoonful  of  cream 
of  tartar,  one-half  teaspoonful  of  soda, 
spice. 

Plain  Cakes.— One  and  a  half  teacups 
of  sugar,  one-half  cup  of  butter,  one 
small  cup  of  sour  milk,  one  teaspoonful 
of  saleratus,  flour  to  mix,  flavor 
with  nutmeg.  Roll  one-half  inch  thick, 
cut  in  round  cakes,  and  bake  quickly. 

Baking  Powder. — Pure  cream  of  tar¬ 
tar,  two  pounds;  bi-carbonate  of  soda, 
one  pound;  corn  starch,  one  ounce.  Rub 
them  together  several  times  until  all 
lumps  are  dissolved.  One  or  two  tea¬ 
spoonfuls  are  sufficient  for  a  pound  of 
flour.  This  is  the  best  baking  powder  in 
use. 

Delicate  Indian  Pudding.— One  quart 
of  milk  scalded,  two  heaping  tablespoon¬ 
fuls  of  meal,  cook  twelve  minutes;  stir 
into  this  one  tablespoonful  of  butter, 
then  beat  three  eggs  with  four  table¬ 
spoonfuls  of  sugar,  one  half  tablespoon¬ 


ful  of  ginger,  salt  to  taste,  mix  all  thor¬ 
oughly,  and  bake  one  hour. 

Excellent  Orange  Cake. — Two  cups 
of  sugar,  half  a  cup  of  water  that  has 
been  boiled,  yolks  of  five  eggs,  two  cups 
of  flour,  grated  rind  and  juice  of  one 
orange,  one  teaspoonful  of  cream  of  tar¬ 
tar,  a  half  teaspoonful  of  soda  and  a  lit¬ 
tle  salt;  bake  in  layers.  Icing  for  the 
cake:  Beat  the  reserved  whites  of  four 
eggs  to  a  froth,  stir  in  powdered  sugar 
until  quite  stiff,  add  grated  rind  and 
juice  of  an  orange.  Put  the  cakes  to¬ 
gether  with  this.  If  you  wish  to  cover 
the  top  of  the  cake  with  icing  make 
stiffer  with  powdered  sugar. 

Roast  Turkey. — After  the  turkey  is 
well  dressed  make  a  dressing  of  two  cups 
of  bread  crumbs,  one  teaspoonful  of  salt, 
two  teaspoonfuls  of  butter,  one  egg. 
Season  with  sage  and  pepper,  and  mix 
together  with  milk,  but  not  too  wet. 
Stuff  the  turkey  with  this,  filling  the 
breast  and  body,  and  sew  it  up  with  a 
needle  and  twine.  Tie  the  skin  over  the 
end  of  the  neck  with  a  piece  of  twine. 
Confine  the  wings  and  legs  close  to  the 
body,  and  tie  them  with  a  string.  Rub 
salt  over  it,  and  dredge  with  flour. 
Place  it  in  the  roaster,  breast  side  up, 
and  as  it  cooks  turn  frequently  so  it  will 
brown  all  sides  alike.  It  should  be 
roasted  slowly.  A  turkey  of  eight 
pounds  should  roast  three  hours.  When 
half  done,  flour  again  thickly;  when  this 
is  browned  baste  it  often  with  butter. 
To  make  the  gravy:  Boil  the  giblets  un¬ 
til  thoroughly  done.  Take  them  out  and 
chop  very  fine  and  put  them  into  the 
gravy  tureen.  Take  the  water  they  were 
boiled  in  and  add  the  drippings  of  the 
turkej’^  and  a  little  flour.  Give  it  one 
boil,  stirring  it  all  the  time.  Pour  it 
into  the  gravy  tureen  with  the  chopped 
giblets. 
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St.  Paul’s  Orphan  Home. 

St.  Paul’s  Orphan  Home  was  founded 
hy  St.  Paul’s  Classis  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  year  1867.  It  is  situated 
upon  one  of  the  most  beautiful  hills  that 
surround  the  town  of  Butler,  Pa.,  thirty 
miles  north  of  Pittsburgh.  The  main 
building  is  of  brick,  very  substantially 
built  forty-eight  years  ago  by  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Call,  father  of  the  well-known  General 
McCall,  a  wealthy  merchant  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  as  a  summer  resort  for  himself 
and  family.  The  property,  after  passing 
through  several  hands,  finally  became  a 
home  for  the  homeless. 

A  new  wing  and  a  third  mansard  story 
have  lately  been  added  to  the  main 
building.  The  entire  house  is  now  ad¬ 
mirably  adapted  to  the  use  to  which  it 
has  been  devoted.  With  twenty-five 
rooms— most  of  them  large— a  school 
house  and  other  out  buildings,  the  home, 
for  comfort,  convenience  and  beauty,  is 
hardly  surpassed  by  any  other  similar 
institution  in  the  State. 

It  is  now  the  property  of  the  Pitts¬ 
burgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church, 


and  is  controlled  by  that 
body,  although  it  receives 
aid  and  takes  in  children 
from  both  the  Ohio  and 
Potomac  Synods. 

Not  only  are  the  house 
and  surroundings  beauti¬ 
ful,  and  in  some  respect 
grand,  but  its  government 
is  of  the  very  best  family 
order.  The  superintend¬ 
ent,  Rev.  P.  C.  Prugh,  and 
his  wife,  take  the  place  of 
parents,  and  the  children 
and  help  constitute  the 
family.  The  children  seem 
perfectly  happy  and  are 
allowed  free  access  to  the 
grove  and  lands,  as  well  as  every  part 
of  the  house.  All  are  well  fed,  clothed 
and  schooled.  They  are  taken  into  the 
home  at  as  early  an  age  as  four  years, 
and  remain  until  they  are  from  twelve 
to  sixteen,  when  they  are  placed  in  good 
Christian  families. 

Religious  service  is  held  every  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening,  in  the  chapel,  and  on 
Sunday  the  family  worships  in  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  in  Butler.  The  present 
number  of  orphan  children  in  the  home 
is  forty-two.  Most  all  these  are  sup¬ 
ported  by  contributions  from  churches 
and  Sunday-schools.

AT  WOMELSDORF,  PA. 

Our  church  be^an  late  to  establish 
orphan  homes.  The  first  one  was  estab¬ 
lished  by  an  earnest  German  minister 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  This  was  after¬ 
wards  removed  to  Womelsdorf,  Pa., 
where  it  fiourished  for  many  years  un¬ 
til  it  was  consumed  by  fire.  The  whole 
church  at  once  took  part  in  the  erection, 
and,  phoenix  like,  the  new  structure 
arose  more  resplendent  and  better 
adapted  for  the  purpose.  It  is  now  first 
in  rank  and  adaptability.  It  is  beauti¬ 
fully  situated  among  the  hills  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  blessing 
in  the  past  and  has  a  bright  future  be¬ 
fore  it. 

AT  BUTLER,  PA. 

The  home  at  Butler,  Pa.,  was  called 
into  existance  on  account  of  the  great 
distance  from  the  western  part  of  Penn, 
and  Ohio  from  the  other  house.  An  op¬ 
portunity  presented  itself,  by  a  large 
and  beautiful  homestead,  which  was  of¬ 
fered  to  the  church  at  a  very  reasonable 
price  for  the  purpose  of  an  orphan 
home.  This  home  is  also  beautifully 
situated  and  has  been  remodeled  and  en¬ 
larged.  A  third  story  has  been  added  to 
the  main  building.  It  has  enjoyed  the 
confidence  and  support  of  the  church, 
and  is  very  effective  in  its  operations 
and  good  work.  The  Orphans^  Friend 
is  published  monthly  in  this  home.  The 
subscription  is  30  cents,  annually. 

- AT  FORT  WAYNE,  IND. 

As  the  church  was  more  firmly  estab¬ 
lished  and  increased  in  the  Western 
States,  it  was  considered  necessary  to 
have  an  Orphans’  Home  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  that  locality.  The  General 
Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  Lancaster,  Pa., 
urged  the  establishment  of  a  home  some¬ 


where  in  the  West.  The  North-western 
Synod  took  action  by  creating  a  Board 
of  Managers,  with  instructions  to  pro¬ 
ceed;  but  at  this  time  the  Home  at 
Womelsdorf  was  consumed  by  fire,  and 
the  Home  at  Butler  was  to  a  great  ex¬ 
tent  deprived  of  support  through  this 
calamity,  therefore  the  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  reported  from  year  to  year  the  in¬ 
advisability  of  proceeding  until  the  other 
Homes  were  relieved.  The  General 
Synod  met  again  in  Tiffin,  O.  and  reiter¬ 
ated  the  request,  promising  the  support 
of  the  whole  Church.  The  North-western 
Synod  now  gave  instructions  to  the  Board 
to  wait  no  longer,  and,  when  the  new 
Central  Synod  was  organized,  it  seconded 
the  motion  by  creating  also  a  Board  of 
Managers  to  co-operate  with  the  Board 
of  the  North-western  Synod.  The  Boards 
met  and  consulted  as  to  location.  A 
number  of  places  made  application  with 
promises  of  land  and  money.  A  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  visit  different 
localities,  and  reported  at  a  subsequent 
meeting*  The  Boards  were  unanimous 
to  locate  at  Fort  W ayne,Ind.  Fifty-seven 
acres  of  land  with  a  farmhouse,  very 
near  the  city,  was  offered  by  wealthy 
gentlemen  at  very  low  rates  for  this 
purpose.  The  Board  met  at  Fort  Wayne 
to  locate  the  main  building  on  this  land. 
There  are  two  elevations,  the  one  with  a 
grove  as  a  background  was  chosen,  and 
the  arrangements  matured  as  to  the 
necessary  building.  The  election  of  an 
orphans’  father  resulted  in  th^  unanimous 
choice  of  Rev.  J.  Rettig.  The  Board  at 
once  converted  the  farmhouse  into  a 
temporary  Home,  which  served  the  pur¬ 
pose  for  one  year.  The  main  building  is 
now  finished.  It  was  dedicated  on  the 
7th  day  of  October.  It  is  plain  and  sub¬ 
stantial  but  at  the  same  time  nice  and 
attractive. 
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extent  disappointed  in  not  receiving  the 
support  of  the  whole  Church,  which  was 
promised;  however,  they  look  hopefully 
into  the  future,  relying  more  upon  the 
promise  of  God  than  of  man.  The  Board 
has  been  extremely  economical  in  the 
purchase  and  building.  The  general  ex¬ 
pression  is,  “  You  have  very  much  for  a 
little  money.”  We  will  not  close  with 
an  appeal  to  the  reader  to  assist  in 
liquidating  the  debt  resting  on  the  Home, 
but  simply  leave  the  fact  with  you  and 
the  Father  of  the  fatherless. 

Parents  are  often  called  upon  to  give 
one  or  more  of  their  children  to  Jesus, 
who  prepared  a  place  for  them  in  his 
everlasting  home.  In  this  comfortable 
assurance  we  give  them  to  the  good 
Shepherd.  Jesus  gives  them  a  heavenly 
inheritance,  should  not  the  parents  give 
the  earthly  inheritance  of  the  child  to 
Jesus?  What  place  would  be  more  ap¬ 
propriate  than  an  orphan’s  home.  There¬ 
fore  in  your  will  and  testament  instead 
of  the  child’s  name,  place  the  name  of 
one  or  more  of  the  homes,  and  thus 
show  your  gratitude  to  Jesus  for  what 
he  has  done  for  your  child  in  giving  it  a 
place  in  his  blessed  and  glorious  home. 

There  are  also  those  who  were  not 
blessed  with  children,  to  whom  will  they 
give  their  life’s  work?  Christ’s  little 
ones  belong  to  our  household  of  faith, 
they  are  thus  related  to  us.  Jesus  says 
whatsoever  ye  have  done  to  one  of  these 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me.  Can  you 
make  a  better  investment?  Consider 
this  prayerfully.  The  greatest  tempta¬ 
tion  and  danger  is  delay.  How  many 
have  good  intentions  buried  with  them. 
The  present  is  ours,  therefore  if  the 
good  spirit  moves  your  heart  and  mind 
delay  not.  May  our  orphan  homes 
never  know  want,  and  may  many  more 
be  called  into  existence  and  prove  a 
blessing  to  children  and  the  church. 


Do  You  Take  the  Church  Paper? 

The  Church  paper  should  find  a  place 
in  every  family,  for  it  can  be  read  with 
interest  and  profit  by  all.  Pastors  claim 
that  there  is  a  great  difference  between 
families  that  receive  and  read  the  papers 
of  the  Church  and  those  that  do  not. 
Those  who  read  the  Church  papers  are 
generally  better  acquainted  with  the 
enterprises  of  the  Church,  take  a  more 
intelligent  view  of  the  needs  and  wants 
of  the  Church,  and  usually  manifest  a 
greater  degree  of  ready  willingness  to 
help  forward  every  good  work.  How  is 
it  with  you,  dear  reader  ?  Do  you  take 
the  Church  papers  ? 

Systematic  Benevolence. 

The  divine  plan  on  this  subject  is  def¬ 
inite  and  practical.  Here  it  is:  “Now^ 
concerning  the  collections  for  the  saints, 
as  I  have  given  order  to  the  churches  of 
Galatia,  even  so  do  ye.  Upon  the  first 
day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you 
lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  has  prosper¬ 
ed  him,  that  there  be  no  gatherings 
when  I  come.”  (1  Cor.  16:  12.)  Here 
is  an  ‘‘order”  commanding  us  to  give  for 
the  cause  of  the  Lord: 

1.  Every  week  regularly  and  contin- 
tinuously. 

2.  According  to  our  means,  or  as  God 
has  prospered  us. 

A  Beautiful  Memorial. 

There  was  a  certain  Christian  man, 
devoted  to  the  church  of  his  choice,  who 
lost  his  only  son  in  the  service  of  his 
his  country,  gave  $1,000  to  a  certain 
Theological  Seminary  in  honor  of  his 
memory.  This  was  a  noble,  beneficent 
act.  Yea,  could  he  have  adopted  a  more 
beautiful  way  of  honoring  the  memory 
of  his  son?  His  example  is  worthy  of 
imitation. 
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Certainty  of  Salvation. 

There  are  many  persons  who  look  into 
the  dim  future  with  anxiety,  and  inquire 
whether  they  shall  be  saved  at  last — 
whether  they  shall  be  ready  to  meet 
their  Lord  in  peace  in  the  great  judg¬ 
ment  day. 

This  is  an  important  question,  but 
there  is  another  question  far  more  im¬ 
portant  and  that  is.  Are  we  saved  now? 
Salvation  is  a  thing  of  the  present,  as 
well  as  the  future.  And  the  future  sal¬ 
vation  only  follows  the  present,  so  that 
all  our  anxieties  as  to  that,  may  well  be 
concentrated  in  a  more  urgent  question' 
as  to  our  present  state.  We  may  be 
saved  to-day — saved  with  a  great  salva¬ 
tion,  so  that  we  can  say,  he  “hath  saved 
us,  and  called  with  a  holy  calling.”  The 
word  of  salvation  “is  nigh  thee,  even  in 
thy  mouth,  and  in  thy  heart,  that  is  the 
word  of  faith  which  we  preach.” 


Some  Scriptural  Reasons  for  Infant 
Baptism. 

1.  OurLord  Jesus  Christ  declares:  “Of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.”  (Mark 
10:14-16.)  Therefore  they  are  also  en¬ 
titled  to  that  by  which  we  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God,  viz:  baptism. 

2.  He  directs  us  to  bring  them  to  him; 
therefore  we  should  bring  them  in  the 
way  appointed  by  him,  baptizing  and 
teaching  them.  (Matt.  19:  14;  28:  19,  20.) 

3.  As  in  the  Old  Testament,  children 
were  received  (by  circumcision)  into 
the  covenant  of  God,  so  also  are  we  as¬ 
sured  in  the  new  covenant,  “the  promise 
is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children.” 
(Acts  2:  39.) 

4.  The  Holy  Scriptures  inform  us  that 
entire  families  were  baptized  by  the 
Apostles.  (Acts  16:  15,  33;  1  Cor.  1:  16.) 

5.  Because  every  baptism,  even  that

of  adults,  is  essentially  an  infant  bap¬ 
tism,  for  our  Lord  says:  “Verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  except  ye  be  converted,  and 
become  as  little  children,  ye  shall  not 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.” 
(Matt.  18:  3.) 


Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States. 

The  whole  Reformed  Church  is  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  General  Synod,  which  was 
organized  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  November 
19, 1863,  and  meets  triennially.  It  is 
composed  in  equal  proportion  of  ministers 
and  elders  elected  as  delegates  by  the 
classes,  and  is  the  highest  judicatory  of 
the  church,  and  the  last  resort  on  all 
questions  concerning  the  government, 
doctrine  and  cultus  of  the  church. 

There  are  at  present  seven  synods  and 
fifty-two  classes  represented  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  and  these  synods  and 
classes  meet  annually.  A  synod  con¬ 
sists  of  the  ministerial  and  lay  delegates 
of  the  several  classes  embraced  within 
its  geographical  bounds,  but  it  may,  by 
a  resolution  passed  at  the  previous  an¬ 
nual  meeting,  be  composed  of  all  its 
ministers,  and  one  elder  from  each  pas¬ 
toral  charge.  A  classis  consists  of  all 
the  ministers,  and  of  the  delegated 
elders  from  the  several  pastoral  charges.

While  this  table  is  more  complete  than  the  most  of  them  be¬ 
fore  and  after,  there  are  still  some  important  pastoral  charges  omitted,  as  Baltimore,  York, 
Reading,  &c.

PEACTICAL  THOUGHTS. 


The  Lambs. — As  every  good  shepherd 
'Counts  all  the  lambs  of  his  flock,  so 
should  all  the  baptized  children  of  every 
congregation  be  counted  by  name  and 
be  well  taken  care  of. 

SiNGiisra. — Choirs  are  good  to  lead  the 
^singing  of  a  congregation,  but  when 
they  are  used  to  supply  the  congrega¬ 
tion  with  singing  and  to  sing  instead  of 
the  congregation,  that  is  just  as  bad  an 
abuse  as  many  of  the  abuses  in  the 
Romish  church  against  which  all  Prot¬ 
estants  protest. 

Theaters. — Some  people  in  these  lat¬ 
ter  days  turn  their  churches  into  theaters 
by  having  theatrical  school  perform¬ 
ances  in  them,  which  they  politely  call 
■“'exhibitions,”  This  abuse  should  never 
be  allowed  in  any  house  consecrated  ex¬ 
clusively  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God.  Turning  churches  into  theaters  is 
very  bad.  Many  people  who  support 
regular  theaters  have  yet  too  much  re¬ 
spect  for  the  house  of  God  to  do  such  a 
thing. 

Auctions.— Holding  auctions  in 
churches  in  order  to  get  money  out  of 
the  pockets  of  the  people  for  good  pur¬ 
poses  is  a  kind  of  ‘‘pocket-picking”  and 
a  most  shameful  abuse  of  the  sanctuary. 
The  end  does  not  justify  the  means. 

Gambling.— Many  of  t  h  e  so-called 
“church  fairs”  are  simply  a  cunning 
mode  of  gambling,  and  plainly  show 
bow  very  wordly-minded  the  church  has 
become  in  some  places.  When  even  the 
state  forbids  gambling,  it  is  ah  outrage 
for  the  church  to  encourage  it. 

A  Serious  Matter. — Giving  money, 
bringing  offerings  for  religious  purposes 
is  a  serious  matter,  which  belongs  to  the 
worship  of  God  just  as  well  as  singing 


and  prayer,  and  should  be  done  in  the 
same  solemn  manner. 

Whose  Servants? — Ministers  of  the 
gospel  are  servants — not  servants  of 
men,  however,  but  servants  of  Christ, 
who  sends  them,  and  whose  word  they 
are  to  preach  and  whose  sacraments 
they  are  to  administer. — It  is  very 
wrong  to  treat  Christ’s  ministers  as  hire¬ 
lings.  Luke  10, 16. 

Use  of  Churches.— When  a  church  is 
solemnly  dedicated  to  God  and  set  apart 
for  his  woTship,  it  should  not  be  used 
for  any  secular  purposes. 


Outs  and  Ins. 

Pastors  and  people  should  act  upon 
the  mutual  principle  in  habits  of  atten¬ 
dance  and  work.  But  in  some  congre¬ 
gations  the  pastor  is  expected  to  be  at 
church  regularly,  while  his  members 
feel  privileged  to  take  it  by  turns.  It 
would  also  be  regarded  improper  for  the 
pastor  on  his  arrival  at  church  to  re¬ 
main  outside  and  indulge  in  unprofitable 
talk,  while  his  members,  after  he  has 
entered,  remain  on  the  outside,  engaged 
in  worldly  conversation,  even  after  the 
last  bell  has  rung.  This  is  irreverent. 
Members  should  at  once  enter  in  the 
house  of  God,  compose  their  minds^ 
offer  up  a  silent  prayer,  and  engage  in 
devout  meditation;  and  thus  prepare  for 
the  service.  How  is  it  in  regard  to  your 
congregation?
